lick Good. We all know, My Lords, 
how fome Motions come to be made, 
and fome Bills brought into the other 
Houfe. Such Bills as this now be- 
fore us, are often brought in by 
would-be Miniffers, i. e. by Gentle- 
men who affect Popularity, and fet 
themfelves up as Proteétors of the 
Liberties of the People, and under 
that Pretence encourage and promote 
Faétion and Difcontent, in order 
thereby to raife themfelves to be the 
chief Men in the Adminittration.- I 
thall always be ready to join in any 
reafonable Meafures for infuring the 
Liberties and Privileges of the Peo- 
ple; and if any Attempts were mak- 
ing againft them, I thould be as 
ready as any Man to concert Mea- 
iures for fhortning the Arms of the 
Crown: But, My Lords, when I find 
no Attempts are made by the 
Crown, againft the Liberties of the 
People; when I find the popular 
Cries for Liberty are {pirited up only 
by the Faétious and Difcontented, I

what were their Motives. If it is B fuch, that he will eafily fee what is

If 
your Lordfhips thould fend down a 
good Bill for the Amendment of the 
Law, and the fame fhould be refufed 
by the Commons, would that be any 
Argument againft ever fending that 
Bill down to them again? Or would 
their having once refufed it, be an Ar- 
gument for their rejeCting it at the firft 
Reading, upon its being brought a 
fecond Time before them? No, My 
Lords, if your Lordfhips were con- 
vinced the Bill was neceflary, and 
drawn up in proper Terms, you 
would fend it down in the very fame 
Words again and again, till its own 
Weight carried it through.

ing proper Precautions againft the 
Evils that may come upon this Na- 
tion in future Times, is the fame 
Thing as to fay, you are not to bring 


F in any Bills againit Bribery and Cor- 


ruption, till a Majority of both 
Houfes of Parliament are corrupted, 
The D—ke of N——/e. My Lords, 
If this Bill defign’d only to prevent 
Bribery and Corruption, I fhould be 
for it with all my Heart; but we can 
eafily fee that the Intention of this 
Bill is to give the other Houfe anOp- 
portunity of afluming a Power they 


never yet pretended to, and swe 
. aning 
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fuming thereof would be the Over- 
throw of our prefent happy Confti- 
tution. By this Bill, MZy Lords, the 
Commons may afflume a Power of 
judging what Rewards or Gratuities 
are proper to be given by the Crown 


if we have no Ufe for a Standin 

Army, we have no Ule for a Bill a- 
gainit Mutiny and Defertion. I be- 
ing therefore againft the very Bill it- 
felf, muft be againft giving it a fecond 
Reading. I have, My Lords, been 


to any Member of that Houfe ; for A an Eye-Witnefs of one Revolution, 


tho’ the Bill faysonly, that the Mem-

ment. This would put fo much 
Power into the Hands of the Com- 
mons, that it would entirely overturn 
that Balance on which our Contfti- 
tution depends; and therefore I have 
been always againft this Bill, and 
fhall now be for rejecting it. 

After thefe and feveral other 
Speeches, the Queition was put and 
carried againft the Bill 96 to 40.

My Lords, a wife and glorious Saying 
of our great Queen E/izabeth, when 
the Spanifh Ambaffador ask’d her, 
where her Guards were ; that great 
Princefs pointed to the People in the 
Streets, Thefe, fays fhe, are my 
Guards, my People are all my 
Friends. She, My Lords, put her 
whole Truft in her People ; the al- 
ways continu'd to do fo, and there- 
fore the People always continued her 
Friends, and fupported her againft 
as powerful Enemies, as ever any 
King or Queen of England had. 
The difmal Effeéts of the contrary 
Maxims, I was an Eye-Witnels to, 
and therefore I am, and always {hall 
be, againft keeping up a Standing 
Army in Time of Peace.

giving this Bill a fecond Reading, 
becaufe at firft View it appears to be 
for fupporting a numerous Standing 
Army in Time of Peace ; and this, 
My Lords, is againft the very Words 
of the Petition of Right, and alters 
the very Nature of our Conttitution. 
All the Confufion brought upon this 
Kingdom for many Years, hath been 
by Means of Standing Armies: It 
was, My Lords, a Standing Army, 
that took off K. Char/es Ift’s Head, 
and turn’d that very Parliament out 
of Doors, which had eftablith’d them; 
and the fame Army that had murder- 
ed the Father, reftored the Son: It 
was by K. Yames Ild’s keeping up a 
Standing Army, that the Affeétions 
of the People were alienated from 
him; and by that very Army in 
whom he had put his only Truft, he 
Was turn’d out; for by their joining 
the other Side, the Scales were turn- 
ed againft him, and he found him- 
felf at laft obliged to fuccumb under 
the juft Refentments of an injured 
People. 

E—] of [——my. My Lords, Lam 
perfuaded there is not one of your 
Lordhhips, but thinks it is neceflary 
to keep up fome Troops; we mutt 
at leait keep up a few for our Guards 
and Garrifons; granting then that 
the Number neceflary did not ex- 
ceed goo Men, yet even if that 
Number be neceflary, the Bill now 
brought in is neceflary ; for without 
fuch a Bill it would be impoflible to 


keep eyen that Number in proper pf tution within a Conttitution, or ra-

My Lords, It 
is certainly neceflary for us upon Oc- 
cafion of this Bill, to take the Army 
under our Confideration, and to de- 
termine what Number of Troops si J 
ought to be kept up; becaufe this is Mel ld 
the only Opportunity we can have Ley 
of reducing the Number allow’d of, bk 
in cafe we think it too great; and in 
cafe this Bill goes the Length of a 
Committee, I fhall then declare my 
Sentiments upon that Head. But, 
My Lords, I now rife up to declare, 
that I am entirely againft this Bill, 
or any Mutiny Bill; becaufe I always 
look’d on it, as fetting up a Confti- 


ther indeed, it is turning of our 
Civil Government into a Military 
one. This, *tis true, we may do 
by a Law, and that Law when pail- 
ed will be a Part of our Conftitution, 
yet I hope it will not be faid, that 
an extraordinary Law would 
make no Alteration in our Conftitu- 
tion. I cannot think the keeping up 
of any regular Troops in this King- 


dom is abfolutely neceflary; but 
, granting 
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granting it were, Iam certain, that 
in order to keep fuch Troops under 
proper Difcipline, it is not abfolutely 
neceflary to have a Law againft Mu- 
tiny and Defertion. I had, My 
Lords, the Honour to command a 
Regiment of Dragoons in the Reign 
of K. William, which was given me 
at the Time of the Siege of Namur; 
and there was not at that Time in 
England any fuch Law, as what is 
now by this Bill to be enaéted: We 
had then no fuch Thing as Mutiny 
Bills yearly brought in, nor any 
fuch Bill paffed into a Law; yet in 
thofe Days we found Means to keep 
our Regiments in good enough Order, 
and | believe there was as exaét Dif- 
cipline obferved in the Regiments 
then quarter’d in England, as has 
been obferv’d at any Time fince. If 
any of the Soldiers committed any 
Crime, they were {ure to be punifh’d, 
but then they were punifh‘d accord- 
ing to the antient Laws of the King- 
dom: The Officers took Care to de- 
liver them up to the Civil Power, 
and to fee them conviéted and pun- 
ifhed as feverely as the Laws of their 
Country would admit of, which we 
always found was fufficient. 

I could make ftrong Objeétions a- 
gainit fevera] Claufes of this Bill; I 
fhall only mention that of Defertion; 
how unnecefiary, how cruel is it 
now in Time of Peace, to punith 
that Crime with Death! In Time of 
War, fuch a fevere Punifhment was 
neceflary, becaufe the Deferters ge- 
nerally ran in to the Enemy, and 
turned thofe Arms againft their Coun- 
try, which their Country had put 
into their Hands for its Defence. 
But now in Time of Peace, Defer- 
tion has nothing in it of fuch a hei- 
nous Nature: If a poor Fellow de- 
ferts, he runs but from one of our 


own Regiments to another; and the G jority

a Frolick, or becaufe they have been 
difobliged or flighted by their Mit: 
trefles, go and lift themfelves for 
Soldiers! when fuch a poor Fellow 
begins to cool, he perhaps repents of 
what he has done, and deferts with- 
out any other View but that of re- 
turning Home, and following fome 
induftrious Way of Living in his 
own Country. Is it not hard, that 
fuch a poor Fellow fhould be fhot for 
fuch a trifling Crime? The Law 
perhaps may not be executed with 
Rigour; that may be an Excufe for 
the Judge, but none for the Lawgiver; 
confidering that the Officers are the 
Sufferers by Defertion, and alfo the 
Judges in aj] Trials of that Crime, I 
think, My Lords, that their not ex- 
ecuting the Law with Rigour, isa 
convincing Argument, that the Pains 
are too fevere; but, as I am againtt 
the Bill itfelf, I am therefore againf 
giving it a fecond Reading, or enter- 
ing into the Confideration of the {e- 
veral Claufes thereof.

On April 3, the King came again

The fame Day the Houfe refolved

to Difpute, it could be proved to the 
Conviction of all impartial Men: The 
Houfe of Commons was certainly a 
Court of Record ; their being fuch, 
had been admitted of by the other 
Houfe in the moft folemn Manner, 
as appeared by the 6th of Henry VIII.

This, Sir, is not at all the 
Queftion ; the Affair in Hand is the 
Difpute between the Eng/ifh and the 
French Commerce: We are now to 
determine, whether we ought to en- 
courage a French Trade, which tends 
to the Ruin of our own Sugar Cols- 
nies; for I have not heard it fo 
much as difputed by any Man, but 
that they muft be foon undone, if 
fome Redrefs be not given to them in 
Time ; and the only Redrefs now 
propoied, the only Redrefs they 
want at prefent is, that a Parliament 
of England will only do as much as 
they can to difcourage the French 
Sugar Trade. One would really 
imagine, that fuch a Propofition 
would not meet with any Oppofition 
in a Briti/b Houle of Commons. 
This, Sir, Seing the true State of 
the Queftion, I do not wonder to 
fee it twifted and turned into twenty 
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that the Sugar Colonies by this 
Bill are contriving a Method 
of putting their Sugars and Rum 


upon us at any Price they pleafe to § 


demand ; that by this Bill they want 
us to make a Law for enabling them 
to fell their Sugars and Rum at a 
much dearer Price than what is ne- 
ceflary. If this, Sir, were truly the 
Cafe, I fthould be againft this Bi!! as 
much as any Man ; but to me it ap- 
pears evident, that what they want 
is only to have fuch a Price for 
their Sugars and Rum as_ they 
can make them at, foas to live there- 
by: This is a reafonable Demand, 
and this we ought to grant, if we 
can. Now, Sir, I think it has been 
made appear, that the French are our 
greateft Rivals in the Sugar Trade, 
and enabled to become fo only 
by the Trade carried on _ be- 
tween them and our Northern Co- 
lonies ; the great Vent they there- 
by have for their Rum and Molafles, 
and the eafy Accefs they thereby 
have to Lumber, Horfes, and all 
other Neceffaries for their Su- 
gar Plantations, which are naturally 
much more fruitful than ours, ena- 
bling them to fell their Sugars and 
Rum at a much lower Price than it is 
poflible for our Sugar Planters to {ell 
at; it is therefore apparent that our 
Sugar Plantations mutt be undone, of 
we muft fall upon Means of prevent- 
ing the French from felling their Su- 
gars fo cheap as they do: Thole 
Means are eafy ; they are every Day 
in our Power; put a Stop to the Trade 
that is carried on between our own 
Colonies on the Continent and the 
French Sugar Iflands, and you mutt 
at once a great deal enhance the Price 
of all French Sugars: The Charges 
of making their Sugars will then be 
a great deal more, and their Rum

But, Sir, it has beef pretended, 
that if we put a Stop to the Trade 
now carried on between the French 
Sugar Iflands and our Colonies on 
the Continent, it will in a great Mea- 
fure ruin thofe Colonies, becaufe it 
will entirely deftroy their Fifhery, 
and alfo their ‘Frade with the 
Indians, both which are carried on 
principally by the Means of the Rum 
and Molaffes, which our Colonies 
purchafe at fo cheap a Rate from the 
French Sugar Iflands: If there were 
any Foundation for this, it would 
indeed be a very great Objection to 
this Bill; but as our Colonies on the 
Continent carried on their. Trade 
with the Indians, and alfo their 
Fifheries, long before they had either 
Rum or Molaffes, from the French 
Iflands, it is plain that neither of 
thofe ‘Trades can depend entirely on 
their Trade with the Freach Sugar 
Iflands; but, that the Opening of 
this Trade with thofe Iflands, has 
not only encourag'd the French Su- 
gar Plantations to the great Detri- 
ment of our own, but has alfoina 
great Meafure difcourag’d or rather 
deftroy’d the Sale of Englifb Spirits 
in that Part of the World, which is a 
eonfiderable Lofs to this Country ; 
for it is well known, that before our 
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able to carry on as extenifive a Trade 
with the fdians, and as great a 
Trace in Fifhing, by the Means of 
Englifh Spirits, as they ever did by 
the Means of French Rum. Befides, 
Sir, iff{ome Rum or Molafies were 
abfolutely neceflary, do not we know 
A that they could have as much from 
our own Sugar Iflands as they had 
Occafion for, and within a Trifle at 
aslow a Price as they can have the 
fame Sort of Rum or Molaffes from 
the French Sugar Iflands? forin Pro- 
portion as the French Sugar Plantati- 
B ons decreafe, it is certain that our 
own will be daily increafing ; tho* 
Barbadoes may perhaps be as much 
improv’d as the Extent of Ground 
will admit of, yet Jamaica and feve- 
ral other of the Iflands belonging to 
us in that Part of the World, will 
admit of very great Improvements 
and if they were all improv’d to the 
full Extent, they would produce as 
much or very near as much Sugar, 
Rum and Molaffes as could be con- 
fum’d in Europe and in America.

cheapeft will carry off the Sale, and 
turn all others out of the Trade. 
We may indeed confine our own 
Subjeéts, to the buying of what 
Sugars they want, from our own 
Sugar Colonies, at any Price, but 
we have no Power over Foreigners ; 
fo that unlefs our Sugar Planters do 
fell their Sugars as cheap as any other 
Sugar Planters, we fhall foon lofe our 
whole foreign Trade as~to Sugars: 
And even as to our home Trade, our 
Sugar PJanters muft all join together, 
and confider nicely the home Con- 
fumption, if they have a Mind to 
keep their Sugars at a much higher 
Price, than they are fold for in other 
Parts of Europe: For if they in any 
one Year make more Sugars than we 
cin confume at home, it will of 
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lonies an Advantage over ours, they 
gave them a Liberty of fending their 
Sugars directly to foreign Markets, 
without unloading, or fo much as 
touching at any Portin France. This 
is an Advantage over our Sugar Col- 


A nies, which the French Sugar Colo- 


nies have enjoyed for feveral Years. 
Let us then follow the Example of 
our Neighbours; let us at leaft put our 
Sugar Colonies upon an equal Foot- 
ing with their Rivals. This will be 
one great Encouragement to them, 
and it is. to be hoped, that in the 
Courfe of this Bill, a great many o- 
thers may be thought of, which will 
be real Advantages to them, without 
injuring any of our other Colonies. 
C 1B n. Sir, As the 
only Difpute now is, whether this

given a very good Reafon for the 
committing thereof; he faid, that 


fome Relief ought certainly to be 


given to our Sugar Colonies, if any 
fuch can poflibly be contrived. I 
believe every Member is of the fame 
Opinion, and therefore muft think 
that the Bill ought to be committed. 
We fhall thereby have Time to con- 
fider all the Circumftances of fo 
weighty an Affair; and to confult 
with all thofe of our Acquaintance, 
who underftand any Thing of Trades 
and every Member will then have an 
Opportunity of offering fuch Claufes 
and Amendments as he may think 
proper: In my Opinion, it cannot 
fo much as admit of a Debate, 


have long ago chalked out to us, and p whether the Bill is to be committed 


that only I fhall mention at prefent. 
They forefaw the great Advantage 
of encouraging their Svgar Colonies ;

this inhanced the Price of our Su- 
gars, at all the Markets in Ezrope; 


The whole Britifo Trade, all our 
Colonies and Settlements in America, 


may be undone, or very much ¢ 
ftrengthened by the Refolves we are 
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to come to on the prefent Occafion. 
Every Man who knows any Thing 
of the Commerce of this Nation, 
knows how much the Whole depends 
on our Colonies in the Wef- Indies. 
Every Man may fee by the Accounts 


Jaid before us, what vaft Quantities A 


of Goods are every Year brought 
from thence, by the Re-exportation 
of which we balance our Trade with 
almoft every Nation; and I believe 
I may fay, that it is owing to this 
only, that the general Balance of 
Trade has always continued fo much 
in our Favour. 

Let us but confider the vaft Quan- 
tities of Goods, fent from hence 
every Year to our feveral Settlements 
in the We/?-Indies; and what Num- 


bers of Britif> Ships and Britif 
Seamen are employed in the We/- 
India Trade, and we fhall fee how 
much that Trade and thofe Settle- 
ments ought to be the Care of a 
Briti/b Parliament. 

Our Sugar Colonies are of great 


Confequence to us. But our other 
Colonies in that Part of the World, 
ought likewife to be confidered ; 
from them we have likewife yearly 
very large Quantities of Goods, fuch 
as Tobacco, Rice, Naval Stores, 
and the like, which contribute not 
a little towards preferving the gene 
ral Balance of Trade in our Favour. 
We ought not to raife one Colon 
upon the Deftruétion of another; 
much lefs ought we to grant a Favour 
to any Subject, or to any particular 
Set of People, which may prove to 
be againft the Publick Good of the 
Nation in General. 

I am convinced, that fome Relief 

ught to be given to our Sugar Colo- 
nies, and I fhall readily join in any 
Meafure for that End, not inconfiftent 
with the Publick Good: But this, 
Sir; is no Reafon for committing the 
Biijl now before us; for if there is 
not one Claufe or one Article in it, 
proper for the Purpofe for which it 
was defigned, we cannot properly go 


into a Committee upon it; we may in 
a Committee upon a Bill add Claufes, 
or make Amendments, but we are 
not to make a new Bill. In fucha 
Cafe the proper Method would be, 
to have the prefent Bill withdrawn, 
and to have a new Bill brought in; 
and this will be a much furer and a 
fpeedier Method of procuring Re- 
lief for our Sugar Colonies, than by 
fending up a Bill to the other Houfe, 
fo irregular, or fo improper, that they 
may find themfelves under a Necefli- 
ty of throwing it out, or which is 
much the fame, of letting it drop in 
their Houfe, whereby our Sugar Co- 
lonies will be obliged to continue for 
one Year more, at leaft, under the 
Hardfhips, which now lie fo heavy 
upon them. ‘This Affair being 
C therefore of the utmoft Confequence, 

I muft be of Opinion, that it is now 

too late, and the Houfe too thin for 

entering upon the prefent Debate. 

Befides, Gentlemen, we ought to 

have a Regard to the Chair, and not 

fubjeét him to fo great and fo long a 
D Fatigue ; I mutt therefore join in the 
Motion, that the Debate may be ad- 
journed till fome other Day. 

G les E———Je. Sir, As 
the great Advantage reaped by the 
Nation, by any Branch of its Trade, 
or Manufaéture, depends on the Ex- 
portation; therefore when any Mat- 
ter of Trade comes to be confidered 
in this Houfe, we ought to regard 
only thofe Methods, which may tend 
towards the encouraging and pro- 
moting the Exportation of any Ma- 
nufaéture: Now as to the Cafe before 
us, if our Colonies do not fell their 
Sugars cheaper, or at leaft as cheap as 
the French, Dutch, or any other Nation 
can do, no Part of that Manufacture 
can be exported to any foreign Mar- 
ket. I thall therefore be for enabling 
them to fell cheaper than they do at 
prefent, but never for empowering 
them to exaét higher Prices from any 
of their Fellow.

be laid before the Houfe, in the 

next Seflions of Parliament, of the 

State of his Majefty’s Colonies and 

Plantations in America; with Refpect 

to any Laws made, Manufactures fet 

up, and Trade carried on there, which 
may affeé&t the Trade, Navigation, 
and Manufaétures of this Kingdom. 

It was alig refolved, ‘That an 
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humble Addrefs be prefented to his 
Majefty, that he would be pleafed to 
give Orders, that the proper Officers 
fhould provide Copies, to be laid be- 
fore that Houfe, in the next Seffion 
of Parliament, of the feveral In- 

A ftru€tions, which had been given 
by her late Majelty, his late Majefty, 
and his prefent Majelty, to the re- 
{fpective Governors of his Colonies 
in America, relating to the taking, 
or not taking any Sums of Money, 
by Way of Prefent or Salary from the 
Inhabitants thereof, and when and 
how the fame have at any Time 
been varied ; and alfo what Directions 
had been given by any of their faid 
Majefties, for the Repair of the Forts 
and Fortifications of Barbadoes and 
the Leeward Iflands. 

C On Feb. 25, Mr. Sandys (accord- 
ing to Order) reported from the 
Committee, to whom the Petition 
of the Charitable Corporation was 
referred, (fee p. 502.) the Refult of 
their Enquiry as to the ‘Time, Man- 
ner, and Circumftances of Gvorge 

D Robinfon, Efq; and Fobn Thompfon, 

withdrawing themfelves into Places 

beyond the Seas ; whereupon it was 
ordered, that Leave be given to 
bring in a Bill, for the Appearance of 

George Robinfon, Efq; at a certain 

Time to be fix’d in the Bill; and it 

was alfo ordered, that Leave be 

given to bring in a Bill, to encou- 
rage and compel Fohn Thomp/on, 

Warehoufe-keeper to the Charitable 

Corporation, and his Accomplices, to 

furrender themfelves with the Books 

and Effeéts of the faid Company, at 

a certain Time to be fix’d in the Bill. 
On the fame Day, W- ms 

Wy. s W. ne prefented to 

the Houfe, a Petition of Mary Leafe, 

Wife of Thomas Leafe, (who fome 

Days before had been by Order of 

the Houfe, confined a clofe Prifoner 

to Newgate, without the Ufe of Pen, 

Ink, or Paper, or any Perfon’s being 

admitted to {peak to him, for preva- 

ricating in his Evidence before oa 
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faid Committee) alledging, that, her 
Hesband was deprived. by fuch Re- 
ftraint, of Subfiftence, and wanted 
the common Neceffaries of Life for 
his Support, and therefore praying, 
that the Houfe would give Leave, 
that the Petitioner might have Accefs 


to her Husband. On his prefenting A 


this Petition, he informed the Houfe, 
that when the Petitioner put it into 
‘his Hands, he told her, he would 
not fo much as defire that fhe might 
have free Leave to go and come, but 
that if fhe hada Mind to be confined 
with her Husband, he would move 
for it, to which fhe confented ; and 
therefore he moved, that fhe might 
have Leave to confine herfelf with 
her Husband, if fhe thought fit. 
Whereupon, 

G——/es E——/e ftood up and 
faid, Sir, I with the Gentlemen of 
that Committee would inform us, 
whether this Leafe has been guilty of 
any new Crime fince his Confine- 
ment to Newgate; for by what is 
propoled it would feem to me, that 
he has fince been guilty of fome very 
heinous Crime; you confined him to 
Newgate for his Prevarication, but 
now you are going to inflict a much 
more fevere, an unheard of Punifh- 
ment upon a Man; you are going to 
confine his Wife in the fame Room 
with him, and that without any 
Thing of his asking; for I do not 
find that he joins in the Petition. 

Mr. C r. Sir, I thould be 
glad the worthy Member, who {poke 
laft, would fhew us, how it was in 
the Power of Mr. Leafe to join in 
the Petition with his Wife; for he 
having been confined without the 
Ufe of Pen, Ink, or Paper, or any 
Perfon to fpeak to him, I cannot 
ealily comprehend, how it was pofli- 
ble for him to join in any Petition. 

Some Members were for admitting 
her; but at lat Sir R—? W—</e 
and Mr. W mn having taken 
Notice, That fince his Confinement 
to Newgate, there might have been 


feveral Things concerted among his 
Accomplices abroad, which his Wife, 
by being admitted at any Rate,: could 
convey to him; and might alfo con- 
vey to him Inftruétions how he was 
to behave, and what to anfwerto any 
Queflions that might be put to him, 
whereby he would be render’d more 
obftinate, and more able to conceal 
the Truth from the Committee, The 
Houfe thereupon ordered the Petition 
to lie upon the Table. 

The fame Day was debated the 
Queftion as to the expelling of George 


B Robinfon, Efq; Many of the Mem- 


bers were for expelling him immedi- 
ately ;for that tho’ they were to en- 
deavour by Rewards and Punifhments 
to bring him over in order to make 
a Difcovery ; yet they were to have 
a particular Regard to their own 
Honour: That it was propofed to 
grant him a general Indemnity by 
A& of Parliament; and putting the 
Cafe that he thereupon came over, 
and made as full and as ample a 
Difcovery as could be defired; yet 
he would ftill continue a Rogue, 
notwithftanding of fuch Compliance ; 
and therefore it would be very impro- 
per that he fhould continue a Mem- 
ber of that Houfe; and for that 
Reafon it would be neceflary to ex- 
pel him before the bringing in of this 
Bill for a general Indemnity ; for 
if the Bill were once pafled, he 
might next Minute take the Bene- 
fit of it, and they could not in Ho- 
nour afterwards expel him; becaufe 
it would be inflicting a Punifhment 
upon him, for a Crime for which 


F he had got an Indemnity by Act of 


Parliament. 
To this it was anfwer’d, That 
they wifhed the expelling or not ex- 
pelling of him had not been mentt- 
oned upon that Occafion: The 
only Thing they had then before 
them, was to contrive Means for a 
vailing upon him to come over 
salah Difcovery : That if red 
fhould then expel him, it would 


a 
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terrifying him from coming over at 
the fame Time that they were in- 
viting him to come, which would be 
a very inconfiftent Manner of pro- 


ceeding: That befides, it was not 
regular for them to proceed direétly 
to the expelling of him, without 
giving him Time to be heard; by 
the Report then made to them, there 
was no Crime as yet proved againtt 
him ; by that Report they could take 
no Notice of any Thing but his 
Bankrupcy, and as to that he ought 
at leaft to have Time to be heard be- 
fore he were expell’d: That the 
Honour of the Houfe was as much 
concern’d in proceeding regularly e- 
ven againtt a Rogue, as in not fitting 
with a Rogue; and therefore they 
were againft fo abrupt a Method of 
expelling him. 

The Reply to this was; That by 
the Report then made to them, it 
appear’d that a Statute of Bankrupcy 
had been iffued againft him; that 
thereby his whole Eftate Real and 
Perfonal was vefted in the Commiili- 
oners, and confequently he could not 
have the Qualification as to Eftate 
that was neceflary for every Man in 
order to entitle him to his Seat in 
that Houfe :. That moreover, by the 
Laws relating to Bankrupts, a Bank- 


tupt was declared to be out of the E 


King’s Proteétion; he was in a man- 
ner an Outlaw, and therefore could 
not continue a Member of that 
Houfe ; and for that Reafon they 
thought that the Bankrupcy alone 
was fuflicient Ground for that Houfe 
to proceed immediately to the expell- 
ing of him. 

To this it was anfwer'd by the 
Gentlemen of the Law, That the 
Queition as toa Man’s being a Bank- 
rupt or no, could not properly come 
before them, more efpecially before 


he Had fubmitted and acknowledg’d G 


himfelf a Bankrupt; that a Statute of 


Bankrupcy being taken out againit a 
Man, was no incontrovertible Proof 


of his being a Bankrupt s becaule if 
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upon his Petition it fhould appear 
that he was not a Bankrupt, the Sta- 
tute would’ be fuperfeded: Ie was 
true, they faid, that by one of the 
Laws againft Bankrupts in Queen £- 
lizabeib’s 'Time, a Man who was de- 


A clared a Bankrupt according to that 


Statute, was declared to be out of his 
Majefty’s Prote@tion ; but that there 
had ‘been very few declar’d Bank- 
rupts according to thac Act; they 
did not know if there ever was anv 


one but Mr. WH—d of H-—y; 





Band that therefore no Argument 


could be drawn from that Statute as 
to the Cafe in hand. 

In this Debate Mr. P— propofed, 
that the Bill of Indemnity to be 
brought in as to Rodinjom, fhould con- 
tain an Exception as to the Privilege 


C of fitting in that Houte, by which 


they would leave themfelves at Liber- 
ty to aét as they thought proper, fup- 
pofing he fhou!d appear and take the 
Benefit of the Indemnity to be granted 
him. To this it was objected, that 
the fending up.of fuch a Bill to the 


D other Houfe, would be giving them a 


Power to intermeddle in an Affair re- 
lating to the Privilege of that Houle, 
which was not at all proper to be 
done; and therefore it was propofed 
to have the Indemnity Special; but 
this likewile was objected to, as be- 
ing what would not be effectual for 
the Purpofe intended ; becaufe upon 
fuch an Indemnity it was not to be 
prefumed that Rodinjor would come 
over; he could not be thereby fe- 
cured againit Parliamentary Cenfures, 
and therefore he would never truft to 
any Special Indemnity. 

This) Debate was carried on for-a 
long Time, but it went off without 
any Motion, and the above-mention- 
ed Bills were ordered, and brought 
in on the 17th of March; on which 
Day they were both read a firft and 
fecond Time, and committed; and 
an Inftruétion was given to the Com- 
mittee, to alter and make both Bills 
into one, which was done accorang- 
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ly next Day in the Committee. 
The Day after, viz. the gth, the 
Report was made, and the Bill was 
ordered to be engroffed; and on the 
13th, it was read the third Time, 
pafled, and fent up to the Lords, 
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had not, he was guilty of a high 
Contempt of the Orders and Autho-

On the 3d of 4pri/, the Day be- 
ing then paffed, on which Rodinjon 
and Thomp/in were to appear by the 
Aé& above-mention’d, and neither of 
them, but particularly the faid Rodin-

der'd himfelf; it was mov’d, That 
he might be expell’d: But fome of 
the Members took Notice, that by 
the faid A&, he might within the 
Time limited furrender himfelf to 
either Houle of Parliament; and tho’ 
he had not furrender’d to that Houfe, 
yet they did not know but he had 
furrender'd himfelf to the other ; 
and therefore they moved, That a 
Committee fhould be appointed to 
infpeét the Journals of the Lords, 
and to report to that Houfe, whether 
any, and what Proceedings had been 
before the Lords in Confequence of 
an Aét paffed that Seffion, entitled 
An AE to encourage and compel George 
Robinfon, E/g; and John Thompfon 
to appear. Ec. But to this it was an- 
fwered, That according to the Terms 
of the faid A&, the faid Robinjon 
might have furrender’d himfelf to 
the other Houfe, and might thereby 
have freed himfelf from the Pains, 
to which he was by the faid A& 
fubjefted, in Cafe of his not appear- 
ing and furrendering ; but that they 
had nothing to do with, when they 
came to confider, whether or no he 
ought to be expell’d 5 becaufe in that 
Queftion they had nothing to confi- 
der of, but whether or no he had 
attended the Houle according to Or- 
ders ; if he had, it would appear by 
his anfwering for himfelf in his Place, 
or by fome Member's rifing up and 
making an Excufe for him; if he 





Queftion was put upon this Motion, 
and it was carried in the Negative, 
Then the Houfe refolv’d, mem. con. 
That George Robinfon, E/g; having 
Leen charg’d in Parliament with being 
privy to, and concern'd in many indire® 
and fraudulent Praftices; in the Ma- 
nagement of the Affairs of the Charita- 
ble Corporation for the Relief of in- 
duftrious Poor, €s¢. and with baving 
got into bis Hands very large Sums of 
Money belonging to the faid Corporations 
and being return'd a Burgefs to ferve 
in this prefent Parliament for the Bo- 
rough of Great Marlow in Bucks, 
and baving never attended the Service 
of that Hoife, altho requir'd fo to do, 
was guilty of a bigh Contempt of the 
Orders and Authority of that Houfe. 
And then next they refolved, mem. 
con. That the faid George Robinfon, 
Efg;s foould for bis faid Offence be ex- 
pell'd that Houfe. 

On the 2oth of April, the Order 
of the Day being read, for receiving 
the further Report from the Commit- 
tee, to whom the Petition of the
